Bismarck4* Fateful Pipe. 
Prince Bismarck Is a great p ip e col­ 
lector, and the gem of his collection has 
a curious history. Many years ago, as 
Bismarck was strolling in the suburb* 
of Friederichsruh with his two hounds, 
he was accosted by a Bohemian p eddlez 
and asked to buy a p lain meerschaum 
p ip e of the typ e that Bismarck most af­ 
fected. At first Bismarck declined, but 
the p eddler claimed for the p ip e a p ower 
of forecast and told him he would serve 
three emp erors as minister, and that 
three imp ortant changes in his life 
would be foretold by accidents- befalling 
the p ip e. 
Laughing, Bismarck -bought* the p ip e. 
He has since served three emp erors. 
Two days before the historic moment 
when he was refused an audience the 
stem of his p ip e sep arated and went to 
p ieces. Later he chip p ed a p iece from 
the side of the bowl, and within a 
month he was p ractically dismissed by 
the p resent emp eror. The third sign has 
p et to come.—Berlin Corresp ondent

Kuuabwr os A uui win.

When Webster 
made his great argument in the Dart­ 
mouth college case, aside from the bar 
and the officials in charge of the room, 
there were not 60 p ersons p resent, and 
yet many believe that he sp oke to lis­ 
tening senators and other high officials. 
When we re*A nf Patrick Henry’* 
wonderful disp lay of eloquence, we see 
in our mind’s eye a sp acious room and 
an immense crowd of p eop le listening 
to his burning words with almost 
breathless attention. 
But, in truth, 
many of these sp eeches which quickened 
or changed the march of events were 
delivered in a small room and to a few 
hearers—never more than 160. “ Could 
it have been here, in this oaken chap el 
of 60 p ews, ” wrote Hosmer, rhe gifted 
author of “ Sp rondro,” “ that Patrick 
Henry delivered the greatest and best 
known of all his sp eeches? Was it hers 
that he uttered those words of doom so 
unex p ected, and then so v.nwelcome, 
’We must fight?’ Even here. Bnt the 
words were sp oken in a tone and man­ 
ner worthy the men to whom they were 
addressed, and who were so imp ressed 
with them that for several moments 
they were almost awwtricken. It was 
only when the voioe m Bichard Henry 
Lee, that other matchless Virginia ora­ 
tor, who rose to second • the words of 
Henry, rang through the room that they 
were called back to themselves. ” 
Seward’s sp eech in defense of Wil­ 
liam Freeman was undoubtedly th* 
greatest and most brilliant effort of his 
p rofessional life. It did for him more, 
p erhap s, than the conduct of any case 
has given any other in the state of New 
York in p erp etuating his name. And yet 
the audience that listened to him was 
less than 120 in number. A friend ex­ 
p ressed some surp rise that an argument 
of so much p ower, learning and elo­ 
quence should have attracted so few 
listeners. “ My dear sir,” said Seward, 
“ my audience was in no sense limited. 
The civilized world was my audience. 
Posterity will hear it, and generations 
unborn will p raise or censure it from 
the different standp oints in which they 
will view it. I did not make it for a 
p art of ‘the madding crowd’s ignohle 
strife.’ ’’

o f T h em D elivered to a V ery S m all 
N um ber a i Auditor*. 
It is a curious fact that many of the 
great speeches which gave immortality 
to the orators who made them were de­ 
livered in comparatively small rooms 
and to small audlenoes. When Webster 
made his great argument in the Dart­ 
mouth college case, aside from the bar 
and the officials in charge of the room, 
there were not 60 persons present, and 
yet many believe that he spoke to lis­ 
tening senators and other high officials. 
When we read of Patrick Henry's 
wonderful display d eloquence, we see 
in oar m ind’s eye a spacious room and 
an immense crowd of people listening 
to bis burning words w ith 
almost 
breathless attention. 
But, in truth, 
many of these speeches which quickened 
or changed the march of events were 
delivered in a small room and to a few 
hearers—never more than 160. 
“ Could 
it have been here, in this oaken chapel 
of 60 pews, ” wrote Hemmer, the gifted 
anthos of “ Spm ndro,” “ that Patrick 
Henry delivered the greatest and best 
known of all his speeches? Was it here 
that he uttered those words of doom bo 
unexpected, and then so unwelcome, 
‘We must fight?’ Even here. 
But the 
words were spoken in a tone and man­ 
ner worthy the men to whom they were 
addressed, and who were so impressed 
with them that for several moments 
ttrny wore almost awestricken. 
It was 
only when the voice rn Bichord Henry 
Lee, that other matchless Virginia ora­ 
tor, who rose to second the words of 
Henry, rang through the room that they 
were called buck to themselves. ” 
Seward’s speech in defense of Wil­ 
liam Freeman was undoubtedly the 
greatest and most brilliant effort of his 
professional life. It did for him more, 
perhaps, than tho conduct at any case 
has given any other in the state of New 
York in perpetuating his name. And yet 
the audience that listened to him was 
lees than 120 in number. A friend ex­ 
pressed some surprise that an argument 
of so much power, learning and elo­ 
quence should have attracted so few 
listeners “ My door sir," said Seward. 
“ my audience was in no sense limited. 
The civilised world was my audience. 
Posterity w ill hear it, and generations 
unborn will praise or censure it from 
the different standpoints in which they
